According to the r*oort of the Main* 


Audubon society, just issued, the bird 
lite of the coast of Maine, which was 
in danger of total extermination a few 
yean ago. i* now in a thriving condi 
Uon. it say» that to comprehend fully 
the results of six years' protection by 
wardens, a person should visit some 
of the colonies of gulls and terns that 
are being guarded. 


The American elder duck has for a 


number of years been on the verge of 
extermination as a breeding bird la 
the United States, and special atten- 
tion has been given to this species. 
There is only one island on the Maine 
coast where it is positively known to 
breed, although a few pairs may breed 
elsewhere. Warden Cuskley of Libby 
island estimates that 1,500 young terns 
were raised on n!s island. He says the 
terns have established another colony 
on a near-by island. 


Capt. O. B. Hall, warden in the vi- 


cinity of Crumple island, reports a 
very favorable season for gulls, terns, 
sea pigeons and blue herons, and says 
1.000 gulls and 1,500 terns were raised. 
He also reports thst the black ducks, 
which formerly bred on Great Wass 
island, have sought a 'new breeding 
place. This the warden attributes to 
the. fact that Wass island is stocked 
with foxes. 


Warden Cummings on Wass island 


thinks laws should be passed protect- 
ing sandpeeps. He thinks they are too 
beautiful and interesting, and are too 
much a part of the life of the seashore, 
sandbars or salt meadows to be slaugh- 
tered. Their bodies are too small to 
be of value as food, and he thinks 
shooting them for any other purpose 
is grossly crueK He says gunners come 
to the island and kill them in great 
numbers. 


One of the largest herring gull colo- 


nies in the United States is on Little 
Duck islands. They are in charge of 
Capt. William F. Stanley, keeper of 
the light station. He reports about 
3,500 birds and 1,600 nests on 
the 


island this season. Warden Johnson of 
Swan island says that he could net 
discover any eider ducks or sheldrakes 
bred in this district this year, parUy 
because the fishing Incito go too no:ir 
Ihe breeding pkit.es. He reports t"io 
gull colony in better condition than 
before. 


He says that at llarou island 
t'.:c 


gull colony has more than 
doubted. 


There were 1,300 hatched 
on 
this 


island. 
The night herons seem to be 


holding their own, but the blue heron 
is slowly going down in numbers. 


The largest colony of herring s\l!s 


on the Maine rorst, ii not in the I'naed 
States, is at No-Mans-Land, which io 
owned by Capt. Mark Young, who arts 
as warden. 
He says that from S.OOO 


to 10,000 jrulls returned and begr.n to 
nest there in April. They were net 
molested, not a HrJ shot, not an i*gg 
broken, and IHTO than 4,000 young 
were raised. 


Capt. .lames E. Hull, warden at .Mr.- 


tinicus Rock, says six puffins were been 
there. 
About lO.Oflu tern returned to 


the rock and laid as usual, but the

Vy a Vermont Blacksmith 


^ 
Who Became a Mil- 


lionaire 


The large steel squares used by car- 


penter* are such a common tool that 
perhaps few know when and where 
they were first made, and how they 
bame to be used, or even give the mat- 
ter a thought. The making of them ia 
a great industry now, but when the 
last century came in there was not one 
in use. 


The inventor was a poor Vermont 


blacksmith, Silas Howes, who lived io 
South Shaftsbury. 


One dull, rainy day a pedler of tin- 


ware called at his shop to have the 
blacksmith fasten a shoe on his horse. 
These pedlers traveled up and down 
the country calling 
at every farm- 


home buying everything in the way 
of barter. This one had a number of 
wornout steel saws that he had picked 
up in various places. Howes bargained 
for them, shoeing the pedler's horse 
and receiving the saws in payment, 
and each thought he had an excellent 
trade. 


His idea was to polish and weld two 


saws together, at right angles,- and 
thus make a rule or measure superior 
to anything then in use. After a few 
attempts he succeeding in making a 
square, marked it off into inches and 
fractions of inches and found that ii 
answered every purpose that he in- 
tended it for. 


In the course of a few weeks he had 


made quite a number during his spare 
hours. These he sent out by the ped- 


ers, 
who found every carpenter eager 


to buy one. Soon he found orders 
coming in faster than he could supply 
;he demand. One of his steel "squares" 
would sell for five or 
six 
dollars, 


which was five times as much as it 
cost him. 


He applied for and obtained a pat- 
nt on his invention so that no one 
else could deprive him of the profit ir 
ave him. 
It was just after the war 


of 1812, and money was scarce and 
difficult to get. But he worked early 
and late, and as he earned money he 
bought iron, and hired men to help 
him. In a few years he was able to 
2rect a large factory and put in ma- 
hinery for the making of squares, 
which by this time had found their 
way all over the country and had made 
.heir inventor famous. 


Such was the small beginning of a

iOlreliglous people and the tem- 


perance people in Canada are up in 
arm* over the report which has been 
fcaadej public by the dominion govern- 
ment. to| the effect that ia certain 
part* of Britisn Columbia there are 
regular slave markets as'cruel as were 
ever Unown in darkest Africa. This, 
coupled with the recent 
exposures 


about the traffic in young girls be- 
tween certain procurers in Canada 
and the United States, has stirred up 
the authorities and vigorous action is 
going to be taken immediately to sup- 
press the things referred to. The do- 
minion, government has intimated to 
the government of British Columbia 
that if it thinks it will not be ablc- 
to suppress the horrible state of af- 
fairs tiie national 
government will 


step in and see that this blot on the 
fame Ot.'

STORY of thrilling interest come-; 
from Cook county, down the north 


snore of Lake Superior, the most north- 
easterly division of Minnesota. It re- 
lates to the home going of a newly-mar- 
ried couple who were attacked by wolves 
and had to ride and fight for their lives. 


A kind of Providence seems to have 


protected the settlers and others who 
reside in or have reason to traverse th« 
territory that stretches from Duluth 
north to the majestic Rainy river, for 
thus lar no human being, as far as 
kaov.-n, has been killed by these fierce 
forest tramps, the four-footed outlaws 
of the wilderness. 


But at least a dozen men in this terri- 


tory have thus far this winter had to 
spend a night in trees to save themselves 
from being torn to pieces. Woodsmen 
recogni/.e it as dangerous to be abroad 
in the woods after nightfall or before 
daybreak in the morning. The adven- 
ture of JMr. and Mrs. F. H. Carlson is the 
most exciting stcry that has come out of 
tho north woods in a year or two. 


Mr. Carlson is a homesteader who has 


been holding down a claim about ten 
miles from the shore of Lake Superior.
